15 successful outcomes for those youth and their families pursuant

16 to the mission of the Department. The training for Department
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personnel shall include courses in restorative practices. In

this Section, "restorative practices" means programs and

activities based on a philosophical framework that emphasizes

the need to repair harm through a process of mediation and

peace circles in order to promote empowerment and reparation.

The Department may adopt rules to implement the training,

including the length and fregquency of the courses and the

curriculum for the courses.
